; Wast five years, perhaps for ten 

years, * it added to his sentence 
fof thrée-y fm prison the clauges- 
prohibiting hi mfrom living in cer- 
tain ts of France for five years 
and depriving him of his electoral 
rights for a decade. 

Caillaux’s friends had long been 
claiming that the .fermer prime 
minister wae elt deprived of a 
chance to go on hig trial before 
the senate high court because 
Georges Clemenceau, the “father of 
victory,” was afraid the court would 
acquit him. And they confidently 
believed that acquittal would pe 
immedia llowed by a classic 
political battle between these two 
giants of French politics. 

During the five years of restrict- 
ed residence Caillaux’s hands will 
be pretty tightly tied and the han- 
dicap will extend, though perhaps 
less severe, until his electoral rights 
are restored. 

At any rate, whether for that sole 
Purpose or not, Clemenceau’ did 
manage to keep his enemy locked 
up during the peace negotiations, 
thus obviating the mighty disturb- 
ance which a free Caillaux surely 
would have created. 

Severe as the sentence undoubt- 
edly is in the political sense, stil 
Parisians asked today whether it 
would satisfy Clemenceau, who al] 
along vowed that Caillaux ought 
to be shot. 


One Month to Serve. 


Caillaux has but one month to 
serve in prison. He has been im- 
mured for 28 months of elapsed 
time which counts as 35 months 
served because he was in solitary 
confinement, That leaves one 
month of the three-year sentence. 

An additional clause of the sen- 
tence, which amused some in Paris, 
was that Caillaux, reputed to own 
or control fabulous wealth, must 
now pay the heavy expenses of his 
own trial. 

It is not prudent to assume that 
the 90 senators who refused to con- 
vict Caillaux and walked from the 
chamber in a body after declining 
to sign the sentence, were all ac- 
tuated by their feelings of al- 
legianece to the defendant. But pos- 
sibly this was the thought in the 
minds of some among that number. 

The former prime minister at 
last stands convicted of an of- 
fense of which his counsel claims 
he was never accused and never 
tried, namely, corresponding with 
the enemy both in France and 
abroad. As Leon Bourgeois, presi- 
dent of the senate, pronounced the 
verdict of “guilty,” of this charge, 
the atorney was on his feet pro- 
testing that no such crime was 
charged in the indictment and that 
therefore Caillaux had never had 
a chance to defend himself. - 

His protest was disregarded, how- 
ever, and the senate immediately 
went into secret session to decide 
the penalty. 


The Complete Sentence. 


The complete sentence of Caillaux 
as announced by the senate was: 

Three years’ imprisonment, which, 

with the time he has served in soli- 
tory -confinement, is reduced to 
about one month; deprived of elec- 
toral rights for ten years; prohibit- 
ed from living in certain parts of 
France, to be indicated by the gov- 
ernment; for five years. and must 
pay the cost of kis trial.

FROM STORM AREA 


Stricken Districts — 233 
People Killed and 730 
Injured in Three States. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 23.—In- 
formation received direct from the 
stricken areas, together with -re- 
ports at the offices of the gover- 
nors of Mississippi and Alabama to- 
day,’ gave the following toll of the 
tornado which ept through this 
section last Tu¢sday: 

Mississippi—150 dead, 200 injured. 

Alabama—78 dead, 500 injured. 

Tennessee—5 dead, 30 injured. 

Families made homeless in the 
three states total close to 500 and 
losses in live stock and property 
will approximate $2,000,000, ’ 

Winston, Marion, Madison and 
Franklin counties bore the brunt of 
the terrific storm in Alabama. Many 
victims were killed outright by fly- 
ing timbers from their wrecked 
homes; others were maimed by the 


blast which swept away buildings 
and trees. Crops were ruined and 
farmers, with their only source of 


livelihood destroyed, have been 
forced to depend upon charity for 


food and clothing. 

The greatest loss of life occurred 
at Cedar Bluff, Clay county, Missis- 
sippi, where 32 persons were kill- 
ed. Monroe, Nashoba and Alcorn 
counties were also struck by the 
tornado as it rushed across the 
state. 

In Tennessee, Lewis, Williamson 
and Maury counties felt the effects 
of the disturbance which seemed to 
have ascended to a higher level and 
consequently caused less fatalities 
and damage. 

Red Cross Is Active. 


Reports today shdwed the Red 
Cross had sent workers and supplies 
into the storm-+swept districts. Ap- 
peals for medical aid, food and 
clething were being answered and 
with the establishment of head- 
quarters in Hamilton, Ala., and 
Meridian, Miss., relief work was 
well under way. 

Hundreds of people in the storm- 
swept sections of ##abama and Mis- 
sissippi are homeless. There is only 
a few days’ supply of food on hand 
and many of the sufferers are with- 
out sufficient clothing to cover their 
bodies. : 

This is the report of J. T. Brock- 
man, who returned here after a trip 
through the are&s devastated by the 
tornado last Tuesday. 

“Men have taken twisted timbers 
from wrecked houses and made 
shelters to protect their families 
from rain and winds,” he said. 
“Most of these shelters are about 
the size of an average room and in 
some cases I saw as many as five 
families huddled together under the 


same roof, 

“At Hamilton, Ala. I found 
everything in the wildest disorder. 
The people were demoralized and 
wandering around as if they had 
lost their wits. 

“Two nurses and myself, with a 
body of men, went about collecting 
and trying to identify the dead.

TEN SUGAR DEALERS 
HELD AS PROFITEERS 


New Orleans, April 23.—Ten sug- 
ar dealers, six wholesalers and four 
retailers, were arrested here today 
charged in federal warrants with 
having profiteered in the sale of 
sugar.

\ert Underwood Johnson, 


US. HELP SOUGHT 
BY LLOVD-LEORGE 


British Premier Says This 
Country Is Needed to 
Assist in Settling Tur- 
kish Problems. 


San Remo, April 23.—(By the As- 
suciated Fress.)—Premier Lioyd- 
veorge of Great, Britain in an in- 
furmal talk today with the Ameri- 
van newspaper correspondents, said 
there was a real need of the par- 
ticipaiion of the United States in 
the discussions of the Turkish prov- 
lems, If the United States did par- 
ticipate, her views would be likely 
io prevail, he declared. During the 
course of the conversation, which 
lasted an our, Mr. Lloyd-George 
replied freely to numerous qvtestions 
put to him by the correspondents. 

“The impression I formed from 
the reports of British officials with- 
in Germany,” the premier. said, 
“substantially is the impotence of 
the guvernment. The limbs do not 
obey the central authority.” 

At another moment, responding to 
a question, Mr. Lloyd-George said: 
‘The British government has never 
proposed as a means of compelling 
Germany to fulfill the terms of 
the treaty.that she should starve. 
Her food situation now is deplora- 
ble. Reports*from our officers in 
the occupied area indicate that, al- 
though 3,200 food calories are — 
n 
health and strength, the population 
there received only about 1,300 cal- 
ories in the official rations. 

Gave Tragic Thrill 

“Nubar Pasha was before the 
council today. He was asked if 
there was not danger of massa- 
cres in certain revions. His reply 
was no, that there was ho one left 
to be massacred. The answer gave 
a tragic thrill to the members of 
the council.” 

The conversation then turned 
from Germany to Turkey and the 
United States. . Mr. Lloyd-George 
said: “We are very sorry—sincere- 
ly sorry—that the United States 
government is not taking part in 
the settlement of the Turkish ques- 
tion. We need the advice of the 
United States. It would be imper- 
tinent for me to say a word -of 
criticism concerning the American 
detachment. I will not do so, but 
I will only say that we have real 
need of America. The American 
would come to consideration of the 
Turkish problems without the en- 
tanglements and commitments of 
the European governments and you 
could give us views from a fresh 
angle. If you were to say “this is 
what we ought to do,” we should be 
likely to do it. 

“Europe has need of the United 
States, and we should have liked 
you to take the mandate of Con- 
etantinople. Your people have al- 
ways had a great interest in the 
races of Turkey 
Your faith comes from Palestine, 
as does ours.” 

Size of German Army. 


Mr. Lloyd-George was asked his 
judgment upon the last German 
note asking permission to increase 
the German army from 100,000 to 
200,000 men. 

“That is a question 1 cannot an- 
swer until I have the opinion of 
the military advisers,” Mr. Lloyd- 
“If the military 
advisers tay that 100,000 men are 
sufficient to keep internal order in 
Germany, then let the army remain 
at 100,000. We shall have to con- 
sider the question very seriously.” 

In the course of his interview, M.

Rome, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)— 
*. H. Hardy/ formerly minister of 
the North Georgia Methodist con- 
ference, was yesterday found 
guilty before a church trial on 
charges of theft, usage of profane 
language and adultery, and was ex- 
pelled from the ministry and the 
church. 

The trial grew out of a state- 
ment by May Robinson, an Atlanta 
woman, who claimed that Hardy 
took her from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta during the recent conference 
there, returned with her to Rome 
and then disappeared with a sum of 
money and jewels belonging to her. 
Hardy, she claimed, left his phone 
number foe her, and she located 
him at Cave Spring. Ga., where he 
was minister of the Methodist 
church. The affair was kept quiet 
for a time, but tater became gener- 
ally known, and Hardy was asked 
to turn in his credentials as a min- 
ister, after which he requested 
church trial. 

Dr. J. E. Dickey, of Atlanta, pre- 
sided at the trial, and the prosecu- 
tion was directed by Dr. T. G. 
Chastiin. of Covington, Dr. Frazier, 
pastor of Wesley Memorial church, 
Atlanta, was named to defend 
Hardy, but at his request, he con- 
ducted his own defense. 

A large number of witnesses were 
questioned, the trial being con- 
ducted under formal church rules, 
and it is stated that the jury of 
thirteen ministers returned a ver- 
dict that Hardy was guilty on all 
charges.

«| Bottling Contract 


Not “Perpetual,” 
Declares Candler 


Former President of the 
Coca-Cola Company 
Testifies That Contract 
Was to Endure “During 
Good Behavior.” 


Denial that there had ever been, 
within his knowledge, any sugges. 
tion that the contracts between the 
Coca-Cola Company of Georgia and 
the Coca-Cola Bottling cuompan-es 
were “perpetual” or “everlasting. ’ 
was made yesterday afternoon by 
Asa G. Candler, Sr., for many years 
president of the Coca-Cvla Com- 
pany of Georgia. Mr. Candlen was 
the first witness to give testimony 
before Commissioner Harvey L. Par- 
ry in the suit brought by the par- 
ent bottling companies, who seek 
to permanently enjoin the Coca- 
Cola Company of Delaware, a re- 
Organization of the old company, 
from terminating the contracts with 
the bottlers. Samuel C. Dobbs, pres- 
ident of the Delaware corporation 
and a former officer in the Geor- 
gia organization, was the second 
witness, and his testimony probably 
will be continued when the taking 
of evidence is resumed Tuesday 
morning in the Atlanta Trust Com- 
pany building. 

Today Judge Bell in the Fulton 
county superior court will take up 
the plea of the bottlers to make 
permanent the injunction recently 
issued to restrain the Delaware cor- 
poration from its alleged attempt 
to “destroy’’ the bottlers. It is 
probable that an agreement will be 
reached for a date upon which to 
begin the case. This date may be 
late next week. 

The plaintiffs declare the bot. 
tlers’ contracts were perpetual in 
struments. 

“During Good Behavior.” 

Under examination by Attorney 
Cc. T. Hopkins, of counsel for the 
bottlers, Mr. Candler stoutly ad- 
hered to*his statement that he had 
never “sold” the bottline rights of 
the business to/’any one; neither 
did he give “perpetual rights,” he 
asserted, but said he simply gave 
the bottling rights to the White- 
head-Thomas interests, many years 
agp. under a contract that was to 
endure “during their good behavior.” 

He admitted that he had never 
attempted to deprive the bottlers of 
any rights to bottle and sell the 
product manufactured by the Coca- 
Cola Company of Georgia, but he 
declared, “If at any time these gen- 
tlemen had done anyth'ne to lower 
the standard of Coca-Cola, we would 
have terminated their contracts.” 
He did not know that he had ever 
suggested to the bottlers that the 
cc .pany had the right to end their 
contracts. 
necessary. he said, in that he was 
very careful to whom he disvosed 
of hottline rithts to berin with. 

“J did not understand that any of 
the bottling contracts were nerpet 
ual in character,” Mr, Candler re- 
plied In answer te a direct ques- 
tion by Attorney Hopkins. 

Thomson Objects. 


Much testimony was given over 
the objection of Attorney W. . 
Thomson, of counsel) for the de- 
fendant corporation. He declared 
the coutracts themselves were the 
best evidence. Attorney Hopigins 
handed Mr. Candler a letter writen 
by Harold Hirsch, of the legalgde- 
partment of the Georgia com@&ny, 
and now of counsel! for the ela- 
ware corporation, in which some 
reference was made to the con- 
tracts being perpetual. The wit- 
ness declared, “I would never have 
tet this letter go out with any ref- 
erence to a perpetual contract.” 

Under Mr. Thomson’s examina- 
tton, Mr. Candler said he always 
had understood that bottlers could 
terminate their contracts at any 
time they wished. upon reasonable 
fiotice: Reciprocally, he gaid he 
always understood he could alter 
the contracts to raiso the price, if 
necessary. He denied that the bot- 
tlers had ever within his knowl-+ 
edge made anv voluntary price ad- 
vance, ag the petitioners aver in 
their bill. 

“T never heard of any voluntary 
price. agreement in mv life,” wit- 
~<a said in reply to Aftorney Hop- 
kins. | 

Early history of the Coca-Cola 
company of Georgia was. traced, 
Mr. Candler stating that he left the 
whotesale drug business soon after 
the coca-cola business came into 
his contro] in 1887, and thereafter 
was the head of the business until 
his retirement a few years ago. 
Prior to the contracts of 1899, by 
which the bottling rights were 
reiven to the Whitehead-Thomas in- 
terests, coca-cola syrup hed been 
suecessfully bottled, he thouht. 
though the manufacturing com- 
pany had never attempted to bottle 
it, as all their time and energy 
was required in manufacturing the 
svrup and in advertising the trade- 
mark “Coca-Cola,” 

Distinctive Bottle. 


Use of the distinctive coca-cola 
bottle was admitted to have been 
a big“factor in advert‘sing the gen- 
uine product. He did not agree 
that the use of the distinctive type 
of bottle was a factor in educating 
the public to recognize coca-cola 
for many people readily detected 
“snurious drinks,” he said, and left 
them untouched in the glass at the 
founts. Nevertheless, he admitted 
that the bottle was “a very fine 
source of advertising.” 

When 8S. C. Dobbs was asked by 
eounsel for the bottlers if th® op- 
tion for the sale of the Coca-Cola 
company of Georgia was purposely 
left in blank form, until the time 
of its final execution, on a matter 
of concealment of the identity of 
the intended purchasers, Attorney 
Hirsch advised the witness not to 
answer.

| Caucasia: Traditional Home of the White Riss 


“With various anti-bolshevist 
governments seeking a resting 
place and capital at one end of the 
range and fabulous oil hoards of 
Baku at the other, inspiring covet- 
ous imperialistic interest, the long 
line of mountains which separates 
Europe from Asia gives promise of 
once more attainng tho headline 
position it so0 often has held 
throughout the ages,” says a bul- 
letin from the National Geographic 
society. 

“Made up of four hundred miles 
of majestic peaks, in three ridges, 
the Caucasus stretches from north- 
west to southwest like a petrified 
wave whose northeastern face 
mounts to the snowy crest, but 
whose southwestern front, facing 
Turkey, seems dashed into count- 
less precipices by the titanic forces 
of nature. 

“Once the Caucasus was a fabled 
land of rivers of gold and rich vine- 
yards, of orchards bent low with 
the weight of luscious fruit and of 
storied hills rich in all the known 
minerals of the age. 

“The Caucasus is the most inter- 
esting rabbit warren of humanity 


on the globe. For uncounted ages, | 
various peoples sifted through the 
secluded valleys leaving a fraction 
of their number in some _ remote 
Spot so that at one time El Azizi 
said that there were 300 tribes and 
dialects in the region 650 miles long 
and 100 miles broad, which he called 
the ‘Mountain of Languages.’ 
“Strabo spoke of 70 races of men, 
some of them armed with poisoned 
arrows and wearing skin shoes with 
spiked soles. Troglodytes' there 
were and are. The Caucasus is a 
sort of three-ring group of natural 
marvels compressed between Eu- 
rope and Asia, between the Black 
sea and the Caspian. 
“On the European slope, the Cau- 
casus is flanked by the Cossacks of 
the Don, the Kuban and the Terek. 
along whose banks the famous Tol- 
stoy served as a young soldier. 
“On the Asiatic side, there are the 
new republics of Georgia, Azerbai- 
jan and Armenia, partly carved 
from Russian, partly from Turkisp 
lands. . 
Many Strange Tribes, 
“Within the Caucasus itself there 
are still many strange tribes. Most 


| handsome of all are the Mingreliaus 


and their neighbors the Imeretians. 
The Gurians and Svans, the Khev- 
surs, Tushes and Abkhasians, the 
Kabards, the Ossetians,. Lesghians, 
Tchetchens and Tatars,.—all are 
huddled in a region so lacking in 
roads or modern communications 
that each tribe is as isolated as 
though it possessed a continent of 
its own. 

“The. people who have left the 
deepest impress on the Caucasus, 
although most of them emigrated to, 
Turkey in 1864, are the Tcherkess 
or Circassians. The loveliness of 
their women forms the lure of 
countless harem tales and the dar- 
ing of the men furnishes the con- 
trast to the houri-like charm of 
the Circassian maidens who made 
harems popular, not only along the 
ceantaces tg Bosphorus, but in fro- 
mantic literature as well. 

“The Tcherkess gave to the Cau- 


casus and the fancy dress ball the 
Tcherkeska, the familiar skirted 
costume of the warlike Cossack and 
the lithe Georgian grandee. It is 
the original opera bouffe uniform, 
with a narrow waist and flaring 
skirts above soft boots without 
heels. This costume is also dis- 
tinguished by 18 cartridge cases 
ranged across the chest, which is 
made imposing not only by this 
perambulant ammunition dump, but 
also by the fact that the upper por- 
tion of the outer garment is left 
unfastened so that the dark shirt 
below shows wider and wider to- 
ward the top. 

“Formerly, real cartridges gave 
a truly martial aspect to the dress 
in which a straight sword worn 
diagonally across the front and an- 
other just as sharp suspended from 
the side were almost th? only vis- 
ible weapons until the automatic 
revolver came into fashion. 

“But comparative wealth and 


peace overtook the Georgians and 
the other town dwellers who wore 
the striking dress and gradually 
these cartridges were changed for 
decorative imitations. Some of them 
were made of ebony at one end 
and ivory at the other. 

“Thus the Caucasian Beau Srum- 
mel could vary the color scheme 
by reversing the fiecorations so 
that a white costume would be 
trimmed in black from cartridge 
case to dagger and a dark tcher- 
keska could be enlivened by ivory 
cartridges and ivory-handled dag- 
gers hanging from a shining silver 
belt. 

“Modernity has gone ever far- 
ther. One of these cartridge cases 
is now sometimes used for a foun- 
tain pen and the ultra fastidious 
dandy sometimes has hollow decor- 


ations in whose solid gold shell is 
concealed rich perfume for the 


moustache. 


Rich Crops. 

“The North Caucasus is not. dis- 
tinguished solely by legendary lore 
and fancy dress manhood. The 
broad fields which sweep gently up 
toward the slopes produce some of 
Russia’s most abundant grain crops 
and form an important field for the 
sale and use of modern agricul- 
tural machinery. 

“A little deeper among the foot- 
hills, hundreds of thousands of 
sheep roam the slopes, climbing 
toward the eternal snowfields and 
125-mile glacier in summer, return- 
ing to the valleys of the Kuban and 
the Terek when the cold of win- 
ter sweeps through the few passes 
that pierce the long mountain bar- 
rier. 

“Sheltered among the hills and 
offering wonderful mountain views 
of the main ridge of the Caucasus, 
which reaches a height three times 
that of Mount Washington, lie the 
North Caucasus mineral baths at 
Pyatigorsk and Kislovodsk, whose 


second only to that of the winter 
resorts of the Crimea. 

“At Kislovodsk is the famous 
‘Narzan” spring. with a flow of a 
half million gallons a day, in

in Persia and Siberia. The Circas- 
sians called this sparkling carbonic 
water ‘the drink of heroes.’ 

“North Caucasia, or Ciscaucasia, 
abounds in ojl, although it is only 
at Maikop and Grozny that any 
flow is found to compare with the 
world-famed petroleum ffields at 
Baku. When the revolution un- 
seated the English managers at 
Grozny, thousands of barrels of oil 
were flooding the countryside while 
the workmen sought to imprison 
their managers as a guarantee that 
their self-raised wages would be 
forthcoming. 

“So much has been written about 
Georgia, Armenia and the Azerbai- 
jan republic south of the mountain 
frontier that few realize that just 
north of the historic rock wall be- 
tween Europe and Asia there les 
one of the richest regions in the 
world”

Washington, April 24.—Questions 
vital to existing organizations of 
workers are expected to come be- 
fore the fortieth annual convéntion 


bor, to be held June 7, at Montreal, 
Canada. 
A formal call for the convention 
was issued April 19 over the signa- 
tures of the executive council of 
the federation. 
It is predicted the whole question 
of radical influence will get a good 
airing, and that malcontents who 
accuse the present labor leadership 
of being reactionary will make an 
effort to get control of the reins of 
government. Opposition to Samuel 
Gompers, veteran federation leader, 
is pronounced among some elements 
of the various organizations making 
up the federation. 

To Purge Itself. . 
The federation, too, will make an 
effort to purge itself of influences 
accused of seeKing its demolition 
by “boring from within,” with the 
idea of substituting leadership of 
those favoring directer and more 
vigorous action. 

The leaders of the labor move- 
ment now in the saddle hold the 
idea that the racical elements are 
trying to throttle the labor move- 
ment, that the very life of unionism 
is at stake. A program to counter- 
act these influences is to be dis- 
cussed, 

The non-partisan political cam- 
paign, having as its object the de- 
feat politically of the enemies of 
organized labor, is slated for much 
attention. 

_ Since the last federation conven- 
tion, the Boston police strfke. the 
coal strike, the steel strike and the 
insurgent strikes of the railroad 
workers have occurred. Support of 
the federation, or parts of it, to 
some of these strikes was lukewarm, 
and there is expected to be a 
“house cleaning” at the convention.

Something’ Better.

It is to be hoped that, the Ameri- 
can people are not so hopelessly 
befuddled over the league of na- 
tions as their government seems 
to be. If they are, then the “great 
and solemn referendum” proposed 
by Mr. Wilson will resolve itself 
into a great and solemn illustra- 
tion of the blind leading the blind 
and both falling into the ditch. 

The fact is that the American 
people just now are divided between 
disgust and disappointment over 
the way this vital matter has been 
handled in Washington, and shame 
and resentment because their coun- 
try, through governmental bungling, 
has lost its opportunity to become 
@ leader among the nations. 

They are displeased with Mr. 
Wilson because he was not Ameri- 
can enough and with the senate 
because it tried to be too Ameri- 
can. 

The ordinary man, who has to 
regulate his daily life by ordinary 
common sense and simple principles 
of duty, wants his country to play 
the game according to the rules. 
He is ready and willing to have his 
nation accept its full share of re- 
sponsibility in the reconstruction of 
a broken world; and he can see no 
reason why, in doing this, we 
should abandon our national ideals 
and methods. He is more interested 
in facts and conditions than in 
theories. And he has sense enough 


to understand that no perfect plan 


can be devised by imperfect men. 

While our stateemen are hope- 
lessly floundering .in a quagmire 
of futile bickering and bargaining. 
public opinion is crystallizing, and 
electors are preparing a little speech 

ich they would like to have leave 
to print for the guidance of their 
government. 

It will run something as follows: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Senate. In matters affecting the 
whole nation in its dealings with 
the whole world we expéct you to 
be guided by national principles 
only, and not by personal pique or 
partisan interests. 

We commend you for caution and 
we do not expect of you wisdom 
beyond other men. But we cannot 
permit you to do nothing. We ad- 
mit that we ought not to do for 
others what they can do for them- 
selves, nor can we help our neigh- 
bor out-of a slough by jumping in 


ourselves. 


But we must join with 
the other nations in a united ef- 
fort to rebuild the world. And we 
cannot do this without making real 
sacrifice. 

If you have committed the pro- 
posed league of nations to its final 
resting place, then you must give 
us something to take its place. We 
cannot make a choice between the 
league and nothing. If you con- 
clude that the proposed league is 
too big to be practicable then give 
us a chance to try a Smaller one 
‘composed in the beginning of Great 
jritain, France, Italy and ourselves 
vith an open door for others later 
on.

CIVIL WAR VETERANS 
TO GET MORE MONEY 


Washington, April 23.—The house 
bill increasing pensions of civil 
war veterans to $50 monthly and 
those of the widows of veterans to 
$30 monthly was sed today by 
the senate and now goes to con- 
ference. The Jncreases were pro- 
vided to meet the rising costs of 
living. 

Senate amendments make the in- 
creases applicable to veterans of 
the Mexican war, who number 215, 
and widows of veterans, who num- 
ber 1,576, and also the widows of 
veterans of the war of 1812, of 
whom 73 are living. 

The present average pension of 
veterens is $37.50, and that ef wid- 
ows $25. The measure will add 
about $65.250.000 to the ‘present 
pension “roll @f $214.000,000. Con- 
eressional leaders satd this was the 
last general legislation planned in 
behalf of the veterans of the civi] 
and Mexican wars. Last June there 
were 271,520 civil war veterans and 
236.375 widows and dependents on 
the pension rolls.

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HIGH COURT CONSIDERS 
REFERENDUM QUESTION 


+ Washington, April 23.—The su- 
Ppreme court today Degins cunsider- 
ation of- bakery. er gman rng: constitu. 
tional amendment’ must be submit- 
ed to the voters for ratification in 
states having referenaum provisions 
in their constitutions. The question 
is involved in appeals from Ohio su. 
preme court decrees sustaining the. 
state constitutional referendum 
amendment aad dismissing injunc- 
tion proceedings to enjoin submis- 
sion of the prohibition and woman 
a a amendments to popular 
vote. 

The case is the first of its kind 
to reach the supreme o@durt, and 
upon the court’s opinion, it is as- 
serted, would likely depend wheth- 
er the women of the country would 
be able to vote at the forthcoming 
presidential election. Should the 
court hold the suffrage amendment 
must be submitted to a referendum, 
Ohio would be withdrawn tempo- 
rarily from the list of states which 
the secretary of state has certified 
as ratifying. It would be impossi- 
ble, it was said here, to submit the 
amendment to the voters in that 
state before next fall. 

The supreme courts in eight 
states already have passed upon the 
referendum provisions, according to 
a brief filed today with the court 
by George S. Hawks, of Cincinnatl., 
who instituted the Ohio proceed- 
ings. In two states, Washington 
and Ohio, the referndum provisions 
have been sustained, while in Ore- 
gon, Maine, Colorado, Arkansas, 
California and Michigan the courts 
held the provisions void as applied 
to the acts of their respective legjs- 
latures ratifying the prohibition 
amendment. é 

The general question was argued 
at length recently before the su- 
preme court in fhe prohibition 
cases. At that time. however, at- 
torneys on both sides admitted that 
no matter how the court ruled, the 
prohibition situation would not be 
affected, as sufficient states al- 
ready had ratified the amendment 
weet the so-called referendum 
states. 


18 SAILORS ARRESTED

They were 
put ashore, but again secretly board- 
ed the vessel before she sailed and 
were not discovered until the ship 
was thirty hours out of port.

FORMATION 1S URGED 
UF AMERICAN LEAGUE 


Montevido, April 23.—Formation 
of a “American league” on a basis 
of absolute equality between all 
American nations for common ac- 
tion against aggression threatening 
any one of them from outside na- 
tions and for arbitration of inter- 
American disputes was proposed by 
Dr. Baltazar Brum, president of 
Uruguay, in addressing students of 
the university ef Montevideo to- 
night. 

As a step in the formation of such 
a league, Dr. Brum declared other 
American countries should make a 
declaration similar to the Monroe 
doctrine, placing them om the same 


footing as the United States for 
joint action against European ag- 
gression and to secure the solidar- 
ity of the American continent. He 
said the proposed league should be 
formed without prejudice to adher- 
ents to the league of nations, and 
that, should any member of the 
“American league” have a contro- 
versy with the league of nations, 
that nation should ask for the co- 
operation of the “American league” 
in settling the controversy. 

Taking up the Monroe doctrine, 
Dr. Brum pointed out how it had 
“constituted, on the whole, an effi- 
cacious safeguard to the territo- 
rial integrity of many American 
countries.” 

United States and the War. 

Dr. Brum asserted the entry of 
the United States into the war was 
an “anticipated application of the 
Monroe doctrine,” adding: 

“Owing to the state in which Eu- 
ropean countries remain after the 
struggle, it may be said that fear” 
of invasion by them in America has 
been removed for many years. 

“It has been affirmed by enemies 
of the Monroe doctrine,” continued 
Mr. Brum, “that the attitude of the 
United States might injure the sus- 
ceptibility of the country threat- 
ened, which might find itself pro- 
tected, even without having asked 
for such aid. But apart from the 
fact that such a statement is devoid 
of all seriousness, the inconven- 
iencés pointed out would be obvi- 
ated if American countries made a 
declaration similar to the Monroe 
doctrine, binding themselves to in- 
tervene in favor of any of them, 
including the United States, in case 
they should become engaged in a 
war with an overseas country in de- 
fense of their rights. Such a decla- 
ration incorporated in the interna~- 
tional obligations of each country 
would create a situation of a great 
dignity, placing all of them on @ 
footing of perfect moral equality 
with the United States.” 

Pointing out this doctrine would 
not be intended to apply to inter- 
American conflicts, Dr. Brum said 
the solution of such problems should 
be looked for in a new idea—that of 
American solidarity. 

Referring to his scheme for an 
“American jeague” as the same as 
President Wiison proposed organiz- 
ing, Dr. Brum thought it could co- 
exist with the league of nations 
without difficulty. “If the league of 
nations were duly organized,” he 
said, “the ‘American league’ would 
inform it of any offense inflicted 
on any of its associates and if its 
remonstrances were not justly at- 
tended to, it would inform all Amer- 
ican countries in order to bring 
against-the aggressor uniform and 
common pressure. If the league of 
nations should not be orgar, zed. for- 
mation of the ‘Amegican league 
would be even more al in its im- 
portance to the wejare of our con- 
tinent.” 

Boundary Question. 

He pointed out that unsettled 
boundary questions were still em- 
barrassing many American coun- 
tries, and said settlement would be 
possibie by the “American league” 
without appeal to the league vf na- 
tions. Regarding the internal ques- 
tions of individual nations, he 
thought no intervention should be 
permitted unless two-thirds of the 
allied countries decided to inter- 
vene.,

FROM POLAR REGIONS 


Nome, Alaska, April 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Captain Roald 
Amundsen, discoverer of the South 
Pole, has arrived at Anadir, a trad- 
ing post on the Behring sea, east- 
ern Siberia, according to a wireless 
message from Anadir recelved here 
last night. The dispatch gave no 
details other than suggesting that 
the explorer had reached the vil- 
lage in aiship: . 

For more than nineteen months 
the silences of Polar seas have 
shrouded the vessel that bore Roald 
Amundsen and his shipmates. in 
their strange endeavor to reach the 
North Pole.

Mary Pickford and “Kid”

as Reasons for Divorce 
Control. 


Washington, April 23.—The Unit- 

ed States has jumped ahead of Ja- 
pan and now leads the world in 
frequency of di ce. 
' That information was presented 
today to the senate judiciary com- 
mittee by Francis Minor Moody, of 
California, executive secretary of 
the International Divorce Reform 
Association. Moody urged favor- 
able action on the constitutional 
amendment proposed by Senator 
Jones, of Washington, empowering 
congress to make uniform divorce 
laws for all states. 

Moody said divorces in Japan had 
decreaséd to 1 annually for every 
100,000 persons, while in the United 
States they have increased to more 


than 112 among the same number.

“Kid” McCoy were given as rea- 
sons for national divorce contro] 
by witnesses.

The normal requirements for con- 
sumption and export are about 800,- 
099000 bushels. Of this amount 
only 483,617,000 bushels is indicated 
from the winter wheat this year. 
The world demand, it was pointed 
out, will be as great as usual and 
none can be expected from Austra- 
lia because of a poor wheat year, 
and the disorganized transportation 
conditions make improbable the 
movement of the 55,000900 bushels 
Russia has announced she will have 
ready for export

ter wheat may be even less because 
of winter killed fields, and indica- 
tions that the hessian fly will be 
unusually active throughout large 
areas.

This poem was first published by 
The Constitution, and soon attained 
world-wide reputation, being repro- 
duced by newspapers and maga- 
zines almost without end, at home 
and abroad. 


Upon the eve of the publication of 
his book, “Addresses and Lit- 
erary Contributions,’’ when he had 
reached his eighty-second milestone 
in life, Chauncey Depew wrote to 
The Constitution, asking permis- 
sion to use “Keep A-Goin’” in his 
introductory “foreword,” since, as 
he expressed it, the spirit of that 
poem had‘ been his life-motto—the 
“keep-a-goin’ principle.” 

Accordingly, the poem was repro- 
duced upon one of the first pages o 
Mr. Depew’s book; and also in the 
volume is a chapter, containing a 
New York Tribune interview 
with the author, captioned, “Keep 
A-Goin’.” 

At eighty-two Mr. Depew said 
that he was in fine fettle and work- 
ing spirit—that “work—work—has 
kept me going;” and that he still 
took the old-time delight in life, 
found ceaseless pleasure in his 
every-day work, and—“I enjay 
everything I once ‘enjoyed!” 

And still, it seems, at eighty-six 
he continues to live fully and 
wisely, with eye and ear and heart 
alert to catch and feed upon the 
bright and cheerful things about 
him, buoyed and inspired always by 
a spirit of optimism that borders 
upon the picturesque. 

Thus runs the mellow life of 
sunny octogenarian-plus; and he ex- 
presses confidence that ig will be 
the same with him at one hundred!

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Franco-Belgian Alliance Planned 
To Withstand N ew’ German Menace 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Announcement of the develop- 
ment of closer political relations 
Detween Belgium and France, re- 
lations envisaging a common alli- 
ance in the face of the renewed 
German menace, have peculiar val- 
ue at this time, when the sympa- 
thies between the larger Allies, who 
fought the war against Germany, 
have visibly cooled. 


To put the thing simply, France 
and Belgium, with a combined popu- 
lation a little short of 50,000,000 


are capable not merely of putting 
into the field forces sufficient:to 
hold the armies of a Germany, now. 
reduced to a population inferior to 
60,000,000 at the Rhine barrier easi- 
ly, but for an indefinite time in 
the Ardennes or rather in the ex- 
tension of «he Ardennes highlands 
between the Belgian and French 
frontiers and the Rhine. 


Had the Belgian arm 
ganized at the strength foreseen by 
the laws already in operation in 
1914, had its operations been co-or- 
dinated with those of the French 
and British, above all had the Bel- 
gian as well as the British armies 
been under French command in 
1914 as they were in 1918, the out- 
come of the first weeks of the war 
might have been far different. 


Lessons of War. 


Assuming that Belgium could, in 
the future mobilize 250,000 men, at 
the outbreak of a new war, these 
added to the French million would 
constitute a force substantially 
equal to anything the Germans 
could hope to send westward, given 
their Polish porblems in the east. 
Moreover, the situation created by 
the return of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France and the transfer to French 
control of the Luxemburg railways, 
in German hands in 1914, totally 
changes the face of things to the 
advantage of Belgium and France, 
and this advantage is increased by 
the destruction of German fortifica- 
tions on the Rhine. 

The lessons of the last war clear- 
ly established the fact that under 
modern conditions of conflict, that 
is in the war of positions, while a 
rupture of an enemy front may be 
achieved by the secret concentration 
of men and guns at a given point, 
such rupture cannot lead to any de- 
cision until the enemy’s reserves 
have all been exhausted, since he 
can bring to the danger point, after 
the first moment, far more rapidly 
than his opponent, the necessary 
reserves to restore the situation. 

By the tage | of Versailles Bel- 
gium emerges from her position as 
a neutralized state, the value of 
pusrantecs neutrality was disclosed 

the events of August, 1914. 
enoeforth, Belgium must defend 
herself, in case of danger. She can 
only do this by arming adequately 
and by seeking an understanding 
with other nations. An understand- 
ing with Britain, however useful, 
cannot have the value of an agree- 
ment with France, because the Brit- 


been or- 


ish have demobilized their armies 
and therefore would be as unable 
to intervene promptly in the fu- 
ture as they were in 1914, when at 
Mons, three weeks after German 
troops had entered Belgium and 
several days after Brussels had fal- 
len only 70,000 British troops had 
reached the Belgian frontier. 

Thus Belgium has to choose be- 
tween the French and the German 
alliance and the choice is inevitable. 
Between France and Belgium there 
subsist certain differences, having 


n in the Belgian ambition 
to reunite the two fragments of 
Luxemburg, one of which fell to 
Belgium and the other erected into 
a principality nearly a century ago. 
But in a plebiscite, held after the 
war, the people of the principality 
voted to continue free and to enter 
into close commercial relations with 
France, which included transfer to 
France of the control of Luxemburg 
railways, hitherto operated by the 
Germans. 
A ent on Railroads. 

Recent foreign dispatches have 
sugecsted that in the matter of the 
railways France and Belgium were 
at the point of reaching an agree- 
ment. ‘But aside from a question 
which Is relatively minor, the com- 
mon interests of France and Bel- 
gium are unmistakable and Belgian 
realization of this fact Is disclosed 
in the prompt decision to stand 
with France in the occupation of 
German cities following the German 
violation of the terms of the peace 
treaty. After all the German men- 
ace is as close to Liege as to Ver- 
dun and the memories the Germans 
have left behind them in Belgium 
are aS poignant as those surviving 
in occupied France. 

English and American publics, 
mainly ignorant of the true mean- 
ing of German invasion, unfamiliar 
with the devastated cities of France 
and the shameful story of German 
butcheries in Belgium, find it easier 
to forget recent history than do 
France and Belgium. The effect of 
the Germans, while masters of Bel- 
gium, to destroy the unity of the 
country by arraying Flemmings 
against Walloons, that is the Teu- 
tonic against the Latin elements, re- 
mains for the Belgians, even more 
than the atrocities of 1914, a.-meas- 
ure of German purpose in their di- 
rection. 

It is easy to exaggerate the val- 
ue of the military strength of Bel- 
— in the past and for the future, 

ut it is equally simple to forget 
that German military strength is 
neither today what it was five years 
ago nor likely for so0me years to 
come to regain the position lost by 
the disastrous defeat of 1918. In 
this situation. Belgian contingents 
will have for a Franco-Belgian alli- 
ance a value not to be exaggerated. 

On the military side, too, it re- 
mains true, exactly as it was in 
1914, that only open road to Paris 
lies through Belgium. In _ fact, 
the return of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France, giving the Frerich the line 
of the Khine from Switzerland to 
the Lauter and the fortified area 
of Metz-Thionville on the Moselle, 
makes a German thrust into France 
across the common frontier more 
difficult than it was in 1914, when 
it failed absolutely in the last week 
of August inthe battle of the Gap 
of Charmes. 

In 1914 Belgium could not defend 
her frontiers, but today her ability 
to hold the left bank of the Meuse 
until French armies could join 
hands with her own forces may be 
rockened probable, while tomorrow, 
when Belgian forces have been re- 
organized, it should be a certainty. 
In any event the France-Belgian 
understanding is both a significant 
evidence of the reading of current 
events by one of the two peoples 
immediately menaced by any mili- 
tary renaissance in Germany and 
an understanding, which, if it de- 
velops into formal alliance, may 
have an important bearing upon the 
future.

I told this woman that she ap- 
parently has not yet learned the 
first great truth for one with tuber- 
culogis to grasp, namely, that. the 


constant supervision and advice of) 


a physician in every question per- 
taining to physical well being is 
indispensable in the business of 
getting well. 


Of course, not having personally 
examined the patient’s chest and 


never having had an opportunity! A 


such as a patien’s physician has to 
study the patient, I am not ih a 
position to give intelligent answers 
to any of these important questiona. 


It ig queer, the sanguine tempera- 
ment of the victim: of tuberculosis. 
Dr. Robert T. Morris, in his capti- 
vating easays entitied “Microbes 
and Men,” suggests that the toxin 
of the tubercle bacillus (tuberculin) 
ig responsible. Im any case, one is 
impressed anew every day with the 
extraordinary carelessness or reck- 
lessness which seems to inspire the 
victim of tuberculesis. One finds 
so many “lungers” entering upon 
all, kinds of wild experiments with 
life, “trying” all sorts of absurd 
treatments, listening to Tom, D 
and Harry and following their crazy 
suggestions, in fact’ childishly

lunging into a ble that 
looks inviting, instead of secking) 


the expert counsel and advice of 
the physician. 

Why, scarcely a day passes that 
some victim of tuberculosis does 
not write to me—a doctor who has 
no conception whatever of the pat- 
ient’s condition—to ask whether a 
change of climate would be advis- 
able and if so, where would be a 
good place to go? One might sup- 
pose that somewhere far, far away 
exists a faryland climate which dis- 
ease cannot withstand. Alas, how 
disappointing is the game of chas- 
ing the fairyland climate! 

In reiterating the importance of, 
the indispensable need for the reg- 
ular supervision and attendance of 
a competent physician for any one 
who means to recover from tuber- 
culosis I am not incognizant of the 
prevalence of incompetent physi- 
cians. JI am fully aware that the 
country is still infested with wolves 
in sheep’s clothing, charlatans 
with good elgg rege standing— 
so far as the public knows—doc- 
tors, who pretend to examine chests 
with clothing on the chests,. who 
are guilty of telling unfortunates 
under their influence to “go west” 
or east or south or north—no par- 
ticular place, mind you, but just 
clear out.

Shoulders of British Am- 
bassador Appear Well 
Able to Bear Heavy Bur- 
dens They Must Carry.

New York, April 21.—When Sir 
Auckland Geddes arrived in Amer- 
ica Monday to assume his tremen- 


dous responsibilities as British am- 
bassador, as he stepped from a rev- 
enue cutter and‘ made his way 
through. a curious crowd to an au- 
ng six feet two 
inches and shoulde of a hercules 
gave the distinct impression that 
he was big enough to carry the gi- 
gantic load thrust upon him. 

For this job of British ambassa- 
dor, coming at a time when Anglo- 
American relations have undergone 
@ post-war strain along with every- 
thing else, was nothing ‘to be pur- 
Sued by a successful statesman. It 
was literally forced upon Geddes. 
He gave up one of the finest aca- 
demic positions in the world to take 
the post at Washington and spe- 
cial legislation granting him un- 
usual financial allowance was pass- 
ed by the British parliament before 
he accepted the office. 

Plank of His Piatform. 

On his arrival and before he was 
hustled to the Washington train he 
uttered the outstanding plank in his 
diplomatic platform. . 

“I believe,” he said, “that the 
main hope of world peace rests on 
the existence of mutual respect and 
understanding between the peoples 
of the United States of America and 
the British community of nations. 


| 


}It is my ambition to help to develop 


such respect.” , 

Geddes, both physically and men- 
tally, is one of the biggest men in 
the British government. He has 
something of a professorial manner, 
his actions being grave and courtly, 
not unlike those of Arthur J. Bal- 
four,’ who visited America during 
the war. His head is large, his face 
keen, rugged, clean-shaven and dis- 
tinctly attractive when illumined by 
a smile. 

Hts service in England has, been 
tested in fire, for hardly another 
British statesman except Premier 
Lloyd-George has been subjected to 
such criticism as Geddes was while 
president of the board of trade. 

Simplicity a Characteristic. 

Simplicity is characteristic of the 
family life of Geddes. He delights 
in the society of children—has four 


boys and a girl of his own—and 
Lady Geddes promises to take with 
her to Washington an unusual frill 
—free atmosphere for. hen diplo- 
matic life ¢here. .Lady Geddes is an 
American by birth and of Irish an- 
cestry. 

It was as if sensing the anti- 
British sentiment that has been stir- 
red in some quarters of the United 
States that Geddes in his first in- 
terview spoke comprehensively of 
the problems which American sus- 
Picion of England has flowered. 

“I do not suggest,” he said, “that 
even if there were complete under- 
standing of the difficulties of the 
one nation by the other, there would 
be in either country complete 
agreement in detail with the meth- 
od of solution which may have re- 
ceived the Support of the majority. 
But at least we should have got rid 
4 suspicion-breeding misconcep- 

ons 


“We have learned how difficult it 
is to right a small wrong or even 
a great and bitter wrong with- 
out creating a new, a greater, and 
a still more bitter sense of wrong 
elsewhere. We have learned that 
to keep peace for that quarter of 
the human race which owes alle- 
giance to the British crown imposes 
a heavy strain upon the material 
and moral resources of our peo- 
ples. To avoid worse evils than 
those we seek to remedy, it is 
often necessary to move slowly, al- 
ways with caution. But one thing 
I can say positively and without 
fear of informed contradiction, the 
inspiration of British policy dur- 
ing the period I have known it, has 
been, if possible, to bring order out 


Mof chaos, to extend the bounda- 


ries of freedom, to improve the lot 
of the oppressed, to increase the 
material prosperity of the world. 
Problem in Ireland. 
“We are trying now, as always, 
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to meet-the legitimate aspirations 
of the dependent peoples such as 
those in India and in Egypt so far 


as is possible in our judgment, 
without working a michief where 
we wish to do good. 

“Similarlv in Ireland, we are try- 
ing to provide political machinery 
whereby the antagonized sections 
of the Irish people can work out 
their own internal political salva- 
tfons without eccvnomtic ruin to 
Irish interests. If it is true that it 
takes two to make a quarrel, there 
is in this generation no quarrel be- 
tween England and Ireland, for the 
present ee of Englishmen 
has steadfastly refused to quarrel 
with” Ireland. 

“The British government, after 
careful study of the Irish question, 
is convinced that now the only howe. 
of evading t®at centuries old dis- 
temper is to place fairly and square- 
ly'on the shoulders of Irishmen in 
Ireland, the constitutional respon- 
sibility of finding for themselves, 
within the framework of the Brit- 
ish empire. the solution for their, 
political differences. 

When the new home rule bill is 
passed he said it weuld be the duty 
of all British subjects not domi- 
ciled in Ireland “to stand aside and 
leave those who live there to solve 
their problems,” and he added, sig- 
nificantly: 

“It will also be nelpful if the 
many in all parts of th eworld who! 
are not British subjects but are in- 
terested in Ireland, likewise stand 
—- and leave the Irish in Ireland 

o grapple with their own political 
aifficulties. ™ 

Russian Problems, 

The ambassador stated that pro- 
posals for the secession of Ireland 
had been submitted to the British 
cabinet, but had been rejected, one 
of several reasons being that 
“strategically the British Isles form 
one unit for purposes of defense.” 

—" then passed from the Iris: 
to/ the Russian question, denying 
reports that Great Britain was pur- 
suing a pro-bolshevik policy dic- 
tated by selfish British trade mo- 
tives. 

“T am glad to be able to say,” he 
continued, “that the American and 
British governments have been in 
cordial ‘consultation on.this mat- 
ter and are together considering 
what steps should be taken or can 
usefully be taken to secure a re- 
opening of trade with that great 
country, not in the interests of the, 
traders of any single nation, but of 
the economic conditions of the 
world. 

In Lewy meagre | his interview, the 
ambassador added a personal pleas- 
use at being “back in America.”’ 


You Can Build Your Home. 


(From People’s Magazine.) 

Aymar Embury, Il., a well-known 
architect, tells in People’s Maga- 
zine for April, of help that may be 
had, for people who want to build 
homes through building loan as- 
sociations. 

“It is, so far as I know, the 
cheapest, the safest, the most satis- 
factory way, for a man on a fixed 
income to borrow money for a house. 
Certain other organiations make a 
specialty of building loans. Among 
these are insuraf@§e companies «na 
trust companies; also most real es- 
tate agents for @lients are willing 
to loan on counytry residences, but 
there is usually a commission 
charged by the agent if you want 
to borrcw from one of their clients. 
It is, therefore, not difficult to 
bor.otv just part of the money that 
you need to build your house, on 
terms which will be less than the 
rent that you pay, providing that 
you have from a quarter to a third 
of the cost of your operation in 
cash at the beginning—without this 
you should not attempt: to build— 
‘and providing also that you are 
building a house which bas a sound 
isc. es*ment value; in other words, 
one which is of a size suitable to its 
location and suitable to the cost of 
the property, so that if necessary 
it will be readily salable. If you 
want to build a house costing twen- 
ty-five or thirty thousand dollars 
on a lot which is\| surrounded by 
shanties, even though your lot is 
picturesque, you will probably find 
difficlilty in securing a loan. .Or 
if you want to build a tiny house 
far from any railroad station or 
other means of transportation and 
surrounded by the estates of very 
wealthy people, you will probably 
find it difficult to secure a loan 
on this. It would not be readily 
salable to a millionaire.” 


Mexico.

Juan Orts Gonzalez, editor of La 
Nueva Democracia, suggests a new 
way to help Mexico get order, in the 
current number of World Outlook. 

“We have spoken time and again 
of Pan-Amerieani&’m, the sisterhood 
of the American republics and the 
solidarity of the American conti- 
nent. We have spoken of the league 
of American nations. Why do we 
not apply that doctrine to the pres- 
ent Mexican situation? Why do not 
all the American nations, or at least 
the leading. ones, get together and 
say to the Mexican government, 
"We want to help the Mexican na- 
tion. We do not purpose to send 
soldiers. If necessary we are going 
to use your own soldiers and police.’ 
The United States will not dictate 
what shall be done, but delegates 
of all the republics will sit together 
with the Mexicans to decide the best 
means of samaineniner the election, 
to guarantee before the world that 
it is a legal and national one. And 
then we will tell the world that the 
president and officers thus elected 
will be supported by the whole 
American continent.”

HOCH HAS EVIDENCE 
READY AGAINST POST 


Washington, April 23.—Repre- 
sentative Hoch, author of the reso- 
lution asking investigation of Louls 
F. Pést, assistant secretary of la- 
bor, with the view of impeaching 
Post for releasing alleged “reds,” 
said today he is ready to present 
his evidence Friday to the house 
rules committee. 

The rules committee will decide 
whether the house shall consider 
the Hoch resolution. The evidence 


charging Secretary Post with ob- 
structing efforts of the department 
of justice to deport alleged radicai 
aliens has come largely by depart- 
mient of justice officials. 

Members of the house favoring 
the Hooh resolution predict the evi- 
dence will be sufficient to insure a 
thorough congressional inquiry. 

Post.announced Jackson H. Ral- 
ston, a Washington attorney, would 
represent him. 

“I will say for Mr. Post that he 
will welcome an inquiry gladly and 
cheerfully,” Ralston said. “I may 
add, the developments from such an 
inquiry will be highly interesting to 
newspaper readers.” 

Similar: assurance has been given 
from the department of justice con- 
cerning the evidence that would be 
presented against the assistant 
secretary of labor. 

With both Post and the cohorts 
of Attorney General Palmer appar- 
ently anxious to “go to the mat” in 
the dispute, the belief expressed to- 
day was that the house would make 
such an “airing” possible. 

Representative Hoch asserts that 
is what he wants. 

“My only interest in the affair 
is to get at the bottom of the dis- 
pute,” he said. 


BEWARE TORNADO, 
SAYS FORECASTER 


Harry C. Frankenfield, of 
United States Weather 
Bureau, Advises Inhab- 


itants of the Mississippi 
Valley. 


Washington, April 24.—Welcome 
sweet spring, but watch out for to- 
nadoes, 

That is the advice Professor Har- 
ry C. Frankenfield, chief forecaster 
of the United States weather bureau, 
has for inhabitants of the Missis- 
sippi valley. Three hundred and 
fifty persons have been killed in 
two tornadoes this spring, one on 
March 27 and one on April 20. 

“The tornado menace is becoming 
more serious because of the rapid 
increase in population,” Professor 
Frankenfield said today. He ex- 
plained that the part of the United 
States extending north from the 
Gulf of Mexico along the Mississippi 
river is subject to more torandoes 
than any other part of the worlid. 
Practically all of those occur in the 
three spring months. 

The Real Cause. 

“The cause in all cases,” Profes- 
sor Frankenfield said, ‘is the meet- 
ing of moist warm winds from the 
southeast and cold winds’ which 
come from the northwest. It is a 
case of spring and summer clashing. 

“When there is area of low pres- 
sure between the two winds, where 
the air is quiet, the warm and cold 
winds come together suddenly. The 
warm air rises and the cold air 
rushes underneath, creating a ter- 
rific rotary motion which is in- 
creased by the rotation of the 
earth. 

“That is the way the tornadoes 
this spring were formed. The first 
one on March 27 which killed 175 
persons was spread over parts of 
territory from Michigan to Georgia. 
The reason was the wide area over 
which there was little circulation of 
air. There was a gigantic trough in 
the air in which it was sultry. Then 
the cold northwest and the warm, 
moist southeast winds came togeth- 
er. In the storm yesterday, the area 
of low pressure was smaller, so the 
tornado did not strike in so many 
states.” 

The Usual Season. 

“The usual season has at least six 
tonadoes, but most of these in the 
past have struck places where pop- 
ulation is light. With the country 
developing rapidly, the amount of 


damage and number of lives lost is 
becoming serious. 

“The weather bureau may know in 
advance when tornado conditions| 
exist, but cannot tell within hun- 
dreds of miles where they will oc- 
cur. Sometimes they pass off as 
thunderstorms. If we predicted 
to.nadoes, people in several states 
would quit work.”
